Real “Tumblers.” 
Originally a tumbler was far from 
what it is today, and its true mean­ 
ing has been lost in the many grace­ 
ful forms in which it is to be seen 
What a “tumbler” really is may be 
inferred from an extract from a gen­ 
tleman’s diary, written in 1803, which 
also throws light upon the social cus­ 
toms of the times. 
The entry is as 
follows: “Had a few friends to din­ 
ner. 
Tried my new tumbling-glasses. 
Very successful; all got drunk early.” 
These tumbling-glasses, soon 
called 
“tumblers” for short, wrere made with 
a round or pointed bottom so that 
they could not be set down when they 
contained liquids without faliing over 
and spilling their 
contents. 
They 
were made as a sort of joke to con­ 
duce to rapid drinking. 


J hat is w hy so many people object 


to thirteen persons sitting down at a 
table—they fear that 
one 
will die 
within the year. And this frequently 
comes trim, but the party who hap 
pens to be “called” would have died 
anyway—would have 
died 
had 
he 
been a member of a group of four­ 
teen or ten, or any other number: 
vet all the apprehension

Ozark 
Power 
and 
Water 
Company 
Will Supply Springfield and Jop­ 
lin W'th Electricity by 
the Date Stated. 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 24.—Springfield 
and the entire mining district of Jop­ 
lin, including the 
electric 
lighting 
plants and street car systems of the 
two cities, is to lie supplied with cur­ 
rent from the new 15,000 horse power 
hydro-electric power plant 
of 
the 
Ozark Power and W ater company by 
April I, 1913, under the plans of this 
company, which is receiving financial 
support in St. Louis. 
The power is to lie gottea from 
White river, across which stream a 
dam will lie built, forty-three miles 
south of Springfield. 
The Ozark com­ 
pany is capitalized at $3,000,000 and 
is being financed by Henry L. Doh­ 
erty & Co., of New York. 
The company proposes to operate 
under a federal grant, similar to that 
of the Mississippi River Power com­ 
pany, which la s constructed a dam 
across the Mississippi at Keokuk and 
will furnish electric current to the 
Union Electric Light and Power com­ 
pany and the United Railway * com­ 
pany, of this city. 
The Ozark company has let the 
contract for building the dam and 
power house to the Ambursen Hy- 
draulio 
Construction 
company, 
of 
Boston; electric machinery to the 
General Electric company, and the 
hydraulic machinery to S. Morgan 
Smith, of Newr York. 
The dam is to he fifty feet high 
and will overflow 
several 
hundred 
acres of land, all of which has been 
obtained through condemnation pro­ 
ceedings. 
The current generated w ill 
be 6,000 volts and will he carried by 
means of steel towers and overhead 
cables from the dam site through 
Springfield and to Joplin, a distance 
of 123 miles. 
The current will be 
available for mining purposes in the 
.Joplin district. 
The cost of the construction cf the 
dam, power plant and transmission 
lines is estimated at $1,500,000.

The Ozark company has 
signed contracts for its 15,000 horse 
power to he developed on the White 
River in Southwest Missouri.

Gas Securities company, of New York, 
guarantees the preferred dividend of 
the Electric Bond Dei>osit company 
stock.

than all of the arbitration movements 
merchant « put together, and for that reason be­ 
lieves the country naturally w ill find 
Itself at war at the time he predicts.

lf such a war comes the United States 
Is apt to be in the wrong. 
“ W ith the rapid increase of wealth 
and population,’’ he says, “ our nation 
is likely to take the part of the bully. 
The people, in recognition of their 
strength, may display a public opinion 
in favor of war, and unless the work 
of the arbitrators is effective unneces­ 
sary slaughter will result.”

Its form and meanings in her­ 
aldic designs are many.

of biography and genealogy.
